THEY DIED TOGETHER. 


THE MYSTERIOUS DEATH OF TWO AGED 
BROTHERS.

Strange Discovery in a Room at No. 910 
Chesinut Street, This Afternocon—John 
F. and Charies G. Fuhrmann Keep Each 
Other Company en the Road to the Here- 
after. Ps 


This afternoon at 15 minutes to 4o0’clock 
Policeman Hutton broke open the door on the 
second floor of the two-story building at 310 
Chestnut street, and the worst 
fears of Policeman Hutton and School Board 
BailiffG. M. Baare were realized. There in 
the bed lay the body of John F. Fuhrmann 
and on the floor the bodyof his brother, 
CharlesG. Fubrmann. The brothers were stone 
cold, death having occurred at least 
twenty-four hours before they were found. 
The elder brother lay on the bed with his fees 
hanging over the side. He had evidently 
tried to prop bimself up, and had died pain<« 
lessiy, for there were no signs of suffering. 
The other one lay on his face where he proba- 
bly nad fallen ina stupor resulting from the 
poison which he had taken with intent to end 
his life, 

Nothing is known of how the brothers died. 
| There were no bottles nor receptacies in the 
room savetwo bowls upon a cupboard con- 
taining food. Plates were on top these bowls 
to prevent dirt falling into them. 

FROM THE POSITION 

of the men and the circumstances of the find- 
ing i¢ was surmised they had re- 
solved to die and had taken «4 
poison with that intent. Both were 
undressed, wearing nothing but shirts, draw- 
ers and stockings, The elder brother in the 
bed had on a cap. 

Bailiff G. M. Baare of the School Board said: 
‘*For thirty years these brothers were lessees 
of the School Board, renting the 
buildings 3806, 3808 and 310. Chest- 
nut street. They sub - rented 
these buildings to other tenants. They occu- 
pied but two rooms themselves, the one in 
which they died and one acrossthe hall in 
which they carried on a watch-making 
business. Their lease expired five years 
ago, and they did not renew, but rented 
from month to month. ‘They were al- 
ways prompt pay. On Friday I called 
for the rent and they told me they 
would pay on Monday. I called Monday and 
they were notin. Icalled Tuesday and couid 
not find them.I called to-day and fearing some- 
thing had happened, as no one had seen them 
since Monday night,I got a policeman. He got 
some keys and we entered the room to find the 
brothers dead. They had no families, 
Neither was married, and I never knew of any 
relatives. They were always industrious.’’ 
There were no marks of violence on the 
bodies and the suicide theory was the one en- 
tertained by the police. 

WHEN LAST SEEN ALIVE. 

William Rice, acolored barber, who Is a ten- 
ant of the Furhman. brothers, said to a 
POST-DISPATCH reporter: ‘‘I am  prob- 
ably the last man who saw the 
Furhmans. They came home between 7:30 and 
8 o’clock Monday night, both in high 
svirits, and evidently having been 
drinking. I said to them:: ‘‘You seem 
to be feeling pretty well to-night.’’ ‘Yes we 
do,’’ said the elder, ‘‘we have had a good 
time. Ishallbe in your shop to have my 
hair cut early in the morning.’’ 
Since that I never saw {them alive. 
As soon as I heard that they were dead, which 
was within a few minutes of the discoyv- 
ery of their bodies, I ran up 
into the room, and looked around. 
I particularly noticed whether there was any 
odor of gas, as I could not entertain the idea 
of suicide, having seen him in such good 
spirits the night before. No odor of gas 
could be detected, nor was there any- 
thing In the appearance of the room that 
could lead me to suppose that they died from — 
violen The whole thing is a mystery to 
me, asihave known the men for years, and 
know that they had no reason for suicide.’’

The Southampton Election—Forged: Frenc

LOuDOR, May 23.—Itis not known with abso- 
lute certainty whether Chamberlain wrote the 
article in yesterday’s Birmingham Post sketch- 
ing enJrish policy for the Liberal-Unionist 
party, Dut there is little doubt that heis its 
authon Not only-doees the-article embody his 
favoritescheme of Nationa! Councils, but for 
some time past he has been declaring that the 
Unionists cannotgo on forever with a merely 
negative policy of coercion. The suggested 
scheme of land purchase and the expendi- 
ture of public money on works appears 
to find no favor outside of this radical wing 
of the Unionist party. No responsible states- 
man dares risk the existenceof his party on a 
proposal to make the English people accept 
such enormous pecuniary responsibility. The 
mere factthat Gladstone was not considered 
explicit enough in withdrawing hfs scheme of 
Irish land purchase, has, much to do with the 
unfavorable verdictupon his policy at the last 
generalbelection. In some quarters itis con- 
sidered that Chamberfiain’s new manifesto is 
merely a bid for reconciliation with the Lib- 
eral party. His influence has been much ex- 
aggerated. Were he to secede from the 
Unionist party with those members, mostly 
his relatives, whq generally vote with him, 
the Hartington following would only be re- 
duced by about seven. 

THE SOUTHAMPTON ELECTION. 

Polling is taking place to-day at Southamp- 
ton, where the contest has been carried on in 
the absence of the Liberal candidate with 
extraordinary energy. The ladies nowadays 
play & more and more important part in En- 
glish elections. At Southampton Evans is 
being abiysupported by Lord Sandhurst, Lady 
Anne Bhant, Migs Anne Cobden, and a whole 
army of /helpers, while on the other side the 
ladies of the Primrose League have been 
working hard for the Government candidate. 
As the end of the contest approaches, the 
Liberals are more sanguine than ever of car-, 
ryingstheir man. 

FORGED BANK NOTES IN PARIS. 

Visitors to Paris will do well to refuse to take 
bank-notes of 100 and 500 frances. Forged notes 
ane in circulation, so cleverly and actually im- 
itated that two 500 franc notes were actually 
taken at the Ban« of France itself. One of the 
bank officials, called Classeurs, whose duty it 
is to sort and classify notes, thought the two 


‘felt rather thick and submitted them to an 


expert who declared them forgeries. The ink 
and type are precisely the same as used by the 
Government. The forgers have considerable 
capital. It is estimated that the apparatus 
employed must cost $30,000. The notes have 
been extensively circulated in London, Brus- 
sels and Vienna.

LONDON, May 28.—Oount, Arco, the newly 
appointed Minister of the German Empire at 
Washington, arrived in London on Sunday 
morning from Berlin,on,his way to New York. 
The choice of a man soistinguished is again 
one of those manifestations of good will to 
the United States, so frequent with Prince 
Bismark and the German Emperor. Count 
Arco is a Bavarian, the head of 
one of the great Bavarian families, and 
himself eminent in the German diplomatic 
service. He wasin Washington as Secretary 
of Legation in 18/1 and has been in London in 
the same capacity and in many other European 
capitals. Lastly, he has represented Germany 
in Egypt, oneof the most difficult posts of all. 
His promotion to Washington isin deserved 


recognition of long usefulness, high character | 


and abilities, remarkable even in the German 
diplomatio body, which abounds in &ble men.

PRO BONO PUBLICO, - 


‘CONGRESSMAN GLOVER’S REASON FOR CIR- 
CULATING THE VEST LETTER, 


For Which Surveyor Lancaster ‘Thinks He 
Ought to Get the Bulk ofthe $150,000 
Asked For in His Damage Suit—Proceed- 
ings in the. Lancaster-Glover Suit—Argu- 
ment This Afternocon—The-Jury Excused 
Until Te-Morrow. 


‘The-jury-was not ordered to-assemble before 

1 o*clock this morning in. the Lancaster- 
Glover $150,000 damage suit, but long before 
that hour the seats set apart for spectators 
were comfortably filled by an audience minus 
ear trumpets, but which seemed contented 
enough with catching what rumbling wagons 
and open windows would allow. The 
**acoustic properties’’ of Room No.5 are not 
of the best, the ventilators in the ceiling en- 
tering into conspiracy with the open windows, 
so that even the occasional outbursts of 
oratorical counsel who throw back their 
heads for emphasis’ sake, are wafted 
in part ‘through these aerial flumes 
and lost4o the news-reading public, while the 
jurors inthe back row of seats are troubled 
with sore necks after a witness of mild speech 
has-been having a siege of it. The table for 
Mr. Glover’s law books and for the reporters 
was, however, thoughtfully moved nearer by 
a few feet to the witness-stand, this morning, 
and the windows closed as long as a hundred 
pair of lungs could stand it. The hour be- 
tween 10 and ll o’clock was occupied 
by the argument of counsel for both 
sides relativeto the admission of testimony 
pertaining to libelous matter other than that 
included inthe several counts of the suit, the 
purpose of such admission being to show the 
malice or-candor, as the case might be, of the 


defendant. Mr. Ellis, attorney for the de- 
fense, spoke at considerable length, but was 
cut ghort by Judge Valiiant at 11 o’clock, 
who said the trial must proceed, 
W. N. Barron was then called to the 
Witness stand and was cross-examined by Mr. 
Ellis. The witness was the stenographer who 
took the deposition of defendant in the mat- 
ter of the Vest letter, and the introduction of 
his testimony was made a bone of contention 
by the attorneys for a matter of twenty-five 
minutes. Mr. Laughlin arose to protest 
against the slow process the trial was begin- 
ning to assume, whichledto Mr. Glover's 
aside, ‘*He’s doing all the talking’’ and Mr. 
Ellis’ plea that the case be not allowed to drag 
through the summer. When the witness was 
finally allowed to speak he read at intervals 
from his notes the statements made by Mr. 
Glover, touching upon the Vest dodger and its 
method of circulation, together with the num- 
ber of thousand of copies distributed. Froni 
this testimony itappeared that the entire state 
press of Missouri was given the benefit of the 
circular letter, which was presumed to explain 
itself, together with a dozen leading papers of 
the country; that the dodgers were sent, 
not necessarily for publication, but 
forthe purpose of showing the character of 
the man described; that he had not even ex- 
pected publication, but comment; that he 
had given it to the joint correspondent of the 
WORLD and POSsT- DISPATCH and to the Globe- 
Democrat representative upon the statement 
that J. B. McCullagh desired it; that publicity 
**pro bono publico’’ was the object of the de- 
fendant’s actionin this matter, and that he 
a paid the Washington correspondents not 
cent. 

‘‘Was not evena supper given to the cor- 
respondents?’’ had been asked, and thig also 
was positively denied. No one in 8t. Louis 
was committed to the task of circulating these 
documents. He had never requested a news- 
paper that it should not be published, nor 
had he turnished any money in furthering the 
publicity of the circulars beyond the cost of 
printing and stamps, It hadall been done 
forthe public good. He did not remember 
that it had appeared in the PostT-DIsPaTcH, 
nordid he know whyit should have been 
suppressed. 


MORE ARGUMENTS. 

Three quarters ofan hour was consumed in 
the reading ofthese statements, and the wit- 
ness wasthen askedif Mr. Glover had said 
anything else concerning his relations with 
Mr. Lancaster or why he had made the state- 
ments he did, to whichthe witness replied 
yes. hen asked if all this 
testimony was pertinent to the issues 
at stake, witness said with a 
smile: ‘‘As a stenographer, I think not.’’ 
Upon request of Mr. Ellis witness began to 
read from the deposition such statements as 
had preceded those already given in testi- 
mony, more argument between counsel foi- 
lowing, which effectully clogged the progress 
of the trial for a matter of twenty minutes. It 
was finally proposed that witness be excused, 
that he examine all the documents in the case 
and return later for cross - examination, 
which only succeeded in causing more 
wrangling among the lawyers. It was 12:30 
when witness proceeded with the reading of 
the deposition from the point where he had 
ceased. Twenty minutes of dry reading fol- 
lowed, but when the reader came to the one 
interesting question in the deposition, ‘‘Mr. 
Glover, when did youand Mr. Lancaster fall 
out?’’ objections were immediately raised. 
Then followed a beautiful illustration of 
the intricacies of the law. Mr. Ellis 
havin been refused everything but 
the privilege of hearing the interminable depo- 
sition read at length, resorted to a type- 
written copy of the same in the possession of 
Mr. Glover. Selecting from this a specific 
statement, he asked of witnessif such was 
not contained somewhere in the stenographic 
notes being read. This was objected to, and 
while the witness was engaged in mak- 
ing a still hunt for the statement 
through his voluminous notes, Judge Valliant 
decided to excuse the jury till 10 o’clock to- 
morrow morning, that the attorneys might be. 
permitted inthe meanwhile to submit argu- 
ments bearing on the introduction of the dis- 
puted testimony. 

AN EXCITING SCENE. 

The jurors had hardly been excused and 
court adjourned for an hour’s recess when an 
excited citizen, whose English was not very 
intelligible and who waved his arms in a fran- 
tic manner, approached R. D. Lancaster, the 
plaintiff in the case, and screamed something 
that sounded like, ‘‘You must pay me this 
bill, you must pay me this right now,’’ and 
he waved aloft a paper as he spoke. 

Mr. Lancaster was much annoyed. ‘‘Put 
him out, put him out,’’ he called rather ex- 
citedly. ‘‘This is nothing but a put up job, 
to create ascenein this court. ut him out, 
Isay.’’ 

Deputy Sheriff Al Collins came to the rescue 
and Ae an end to the scene. He asked no 
questions, but merely followed the disturber 
out to the head of the stairs, who in turn de- 
parted gesticulating violently.

2 More Keconstruction, 


In a few days the Street Department will 
notify property owners on Olive street that 
they must reconstruct the sidewalks ad- 
joining thsir property.

After disposing of some matters of minor im- 
portance the House adjourned. 


Civil Service at the City Hall. 


President Flad.of the Board of Public Im- 
provements has adopted modified civil serv- 
ice methods which are working very satisfac- 


torily on the third floor at the City Hall. All 
applicants for positions under the board are 
now required to pass an examination in the 
work which must be done in the position ap- 
plied for. President Flad has long entertained 
strange views on the subject of awarding 
positions. He has always held that one citizen 
is entitled to a place as well as another, if he 
can do the work, but when recently called 
upon to select a force of special clerks there 
were 80 Many applicants that he was at a loss 
what to do. He put them through an ex- 
amination in decimals, the work being of that 
kind,and in this way the number of applicants 
was considerably scaled down, and an ex- 
cellent force was finally selected.

THF RAILROADS. 


The Transcontinental Convention Tickets— 
General Manager Homan Resigns. 


A dispatch from San Francisco stated that the 
Transcontinental Association at its recent meeting, 
held there, had decided to issne_ tickets 
for e National Democratic Convention at 
St. uis, from May 26 and good 


to return until August 30,and for the Republican 
National Convention from June 9 until september 
30 Mr. H. C. Townsend, General Passenger Agent 
of the Missouri Pacific, who is lookin 
out after the interests of St. Louis, wire: 
Chairman Leeds, asking him if this statement was 
correct and telling him that St. Louis would not have 
any such discrimination against her as a limit of 
fifteen days in the time of tickets in favor of Chicago. 

A telegram in answer to this was received to-day, 
stating that the published report was incorrect, and 
that the difference is really In favor of St. Louls, as 
the limit for both tickets is September 15, and the St. 
Louis tickets are good going from May 26, while the 
Chicago tickets will not be good until June Y. 


General Manager Homan Resigns. 


Mr. W. P. Homan, General Manager of the St. 
Louis, Arkansas & Texas Railroad, has tendered his 
resignation of the position, to take effect as soon as 
he can be relieved. The resignation has been ac- 
cepted and Mr. Homan will probably leave the 
company Junel. Mr. Homan has been inthe rail- 
road business for many years in all positions 
from engineer to general manager, and has 
occupied the position of General Manager of 
the St. Loufs, Arkansas & Texas for nearly 
two years. No successor will be appointed of res- 
ent, but the duties of the office will be divided be- 
tween President Fordyce and General bSuperin- 
tendent H. T. Fleming. 


The Vestibule Train Question. 


The rapid adoption of the vestibule trains by 
various railways calls attention to this latest 
device ofthe Pullman’s in an emphatic way. 
So far in St. Louis, following the suggestion of 


the Post-DIsPATCH, the Vandalia promises a 
complete vestibule fast limited train to the 
East, andthe Bee Line promises, with afew 
alterations which itis claimed will make no 
aifference in comfort, a vestibule train to New 
York, and is now running two vestibule cars. 
General Manager ©. H. Chappell of the Chig 
cago & Alton announced yesterday through the 
POST-DISPATCH that his road would put on 
vestibule sleepers between St. Louis and Chi- 
cago and eventually between Kansas City and 
St. Louis. The Alton will not put on acom- 

lete vestibule train, but the sleepers will 

@ vestibuled. The reason for this is that the 
complete vestibule train isa hindrance rather 
than a convenience in local business. 

The adoption of these trains all over the 
country has given rise to warm discussion 
over the merits of the invention. There can 
be no question of their convenience and com- 
fort under certain circumstances. They are 
regarded by the railroad officials now as 
novelties, and a sort of fad which must 
be indulged in order to catch the 
public, for there is no doubt that at present 
they are drawing attractions, A prominent 
official ofa Western road, speaking of them, 
said: ‘‘All the roads will have to adopt them 
to a certain extent because they are novelties, 
but there are questions to be settled with re- 
gard to them. One is the matter of their 
safety in case of accident. It is a question as 
to whether the covering of the platform will 
not incase of accident entirely shut in the 
exits by way of the doors and compel passen- 
gers to climb out of windows. This can only 
be tested oy the smashing up of oe train. 
There isanother thing aboutthem. They are 
only good for long runs, such as from here to 
the East,or to the far West,or across the conti 
nent, onthe plan now in contemplation by 
Mr. Pullman. The trains cannot be used con- 
veniently for local business, because it would 
delay the trains too much and would be use- 
less. Another thing, while the trainsare de- 
lightful in winter for long trips, itis a ques- 
tion whether they are best in the South or in 
warmn weatber.’ 

All these questions will be settled in time, 
and fer the present the roads will doubtiess 
use the complete trains for long runs, and use 
vestibuled sleepers for shorter runs, leaving 
open cars for local business.

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DOINGS IN THE COURTS. 


JUDGE LUBKE GIVES MRS. ROBINSON A DI- 
VORCE ON HER CROSS-BILL. 


Terms ef Alimony Granted in the Case—Mrs. 
Wheeldon Kelates Her Matrimonial 
Grievances—The Devine Divorce Case 
Decided—Damage Suits on Trial Under 


the Dome To-Day—Legal News and Notes. 


Judge Lubke to-day decided the contested 
divorce case of John I. Robinson against 
Ida Robinson. The petition of the plaintiff is 
dismissed and a decree of divorce granted 
Mrs. Robinson on her cross-bill with the res- 
toration of her maiden name, Ida Langalier. 
There is a judgment entered against 
Mr. Robinson for costs, and alimony 
is awarded Mrs. Robinson as follows: $125 
payable forthwith to cover counsel fees, and 
$25 monthly, beginning May 28, until further 
order of Court. The Judge in disposing of the 
alimony feature said: ‘‘Upon a decree to the 
wife with custody of children it is best to 


award the alimony in periodical instal- 
ments £0 as to ensure a sup- 
port for the children and give 


the fathersome control over the wife in that 
regard. When there are no children it would 
seein best to make one allowance of asum in 
gross and thereby prevent all future un- 
pleasant conflicts between the parties which 
would be likely to arise when the divorced 
wife makes her demands forthe periodical 
allowances. But the evidence submitted upon 
this trial as to the husband’s means and earn- 
ings is too vague and unsatisfactory to 
enable the Court.to now fix a sumin gross 
which would be fair to the wife and just to the 
husband. 

**For the present the order will be that the 
husband pay at once $125 to enable the wife to 
defray the =epeasee of defending the suit and 
that he pay $25 hereafter per month. The order 
may be changed on motion of either party and 
an award made in gross in the future.’’ 

This disposes of a case involving a conflict 
or testimony. The husband alleged in his 
petition that his wife bad been undaly intim- 
ate with other men Dut at thetrial the évi- 
dence offered in support of the allegation was 
of a keyhole character and persons were in- 
troduced who described scenes witnessed at a 
very long range. On the other hand it was 
shown that jealousy and temper furnished the 
basis for the domestic trouble, 


Mrs. Wheeldon’s Story of Matrimony. 


A petition for divorce was filed to-day in the 
Circuit Court by Emma Wheeldon against 
Frederick Wheeldon. They were married 
July 26, 1874, and the separation occurred a 


few days since. Mrs. Wheeldon alleges that 
her husband has rendered her condition in- 
tolerable. She states that he subjected her to 
various indignities, failed to support her, and 
made use of obscene language in his tirades 
of abuse. Mrs. Wheeldon alleges that she did 
everything in her power to promote comfort 
and peace at homeand that her husband’s 
abusive conduct was entirely unprovoked. 
She alleges that he accused her falsely of in- 
sanity and denied the paternity of their child, 
agirlnowinher l4th year. e also endeav- 
ored to estrange the affections of the 
child from her mother and told 
her that she was not her legitimate parent. In 
his fits of violence he broke up the household 
furniture and at other times he sold portions 
of the effects. On the 2ist of May he violently 
assaulted his wife. She asksfor the custody 
of the child and for suitable alimony. 


The Devine Divorce. 


Judge Lubke to-day decided the divorce case 
of Mary Devine vs. Timothy Devine. A de- 
cree of divorce is granted the plaintiff, with 


restoration of former name, Mary Guerin. 
Alimony is allowed plaintiff in gross $300, 
which includes attorney’s fees, and a judg- 
ment is rendered against the defendant for 
$300 and costs. 


Run Over at a Street-Crossing. 


A jury was called to-day in Judge Dillon’s 
court for the trial of the damage suit of Corne- 
lius Van Duyn against E. P. Hinckler. The 
plaintiff is a minor suing by next friend. He 


complains that on the 12th of March he was 
crossing Chouteau avenue and Thirteenth 


street, when the defendant drove 
along rapidly in a wagon yapning over 
him at the crossing and breaking his leg. It 


is alleged that the accident was caused by the 
negligence of the defendant, who had ample 
time to check his horse. A defense of con- 
tributory negligence issetup. The plaintiff 
asks for damages in the sum of $5,000. 


A Church Subscription Case. 


A jury was called to-day in Judge Seddon’s 
court for the trial of the note suit of Rev. 
Michael Busch against Joseph Masserang, a 
saloonkeeper on Easton avenue, near the 
Three-mile House. The plaintiff is pastor of 
the Holy Ghost Parish in that vicigity, and 
he claims ~ ment for $200 on a 
note executed by the saloonkeeper asa sub- 
scription toward church improvements.

A DOUBLE WRECK. 


Two Freight Trains Go 
Down With Bridges 
Near Kansas City. 


Four Men Killed Outright and 
several Fatally Injured. 


The First Train, a Rock Island Freight, Goes 
Through the Bridge Near Randolph Point 
~—A Wabash Freight Wrecked Ten Min- 
utes Lateron an Adjoining Bridge—The 
Dead and Injured—A Kemarkable Dis- 
aster—A Young Lady Dashed to Death— 
Killed by the Fast Mail—Casualties. 


By Telegraph to the PoOsT-DISPATCH. 

Kansas Ciry, Mo., May 23.—A double wreck 
occurred this morning at a small creek, one 
mile east of the Milwaukee bridge, at Ran 
dolph, and five miles from this city. The 
accident was caused by § the giving 
way of the bridge spanning the creek. 
Many cars and two engines were precipitated 
into the water, feur men were killed and 
three badly injured. A little before 8 o’clock 
this morning an eastbound freight train on 
the Rock Island Railroad approached the creek 
at a high rate of speed in order to 
clear the way for the east-bound freight on 
the Hannibal & St. Joe Railroad. The Rock 
Island uses the Hannibal track between Kan- 
sas City and Cameron. Just before the engine 
reached the bridge Engineer Pete Weltzer no- 
ticed the structure sagging nearly tothe water, 
which was running like a torrent underneath. 
He shouted to Fireman Snyderto jump. Be- 
fore they had time to doso the train dashed 
on to the bridge and both Weltzerand Snyder 
were throwninto the creek. They escaped 
with slight injuries. Five freight cars, loaded 
to their utmost capacity, then piled in the 
creek in an indiscriminate mass, splintering 
and mashing the cars and throwing 
their contents into the water and on 


the banks. The engine, No. 533, gotover the 
bridge safely, but was pulled back by the 
tender and stands upon end far 
above the debris. Y. Royston, a 
brakeman, was on top of one 
of the freight cars which went into the creek 
and was instantly kilied, being mashed be- 
yond recognition. oyston was a married 
man and lived at Edgerton Junction, Kan. 
Brakeman Edward C. Armstrong-was sent 
ahead to flag the Hannibal! freight. He mistook 
the tracks and walked along on the Wabash 
tracks in the direction of the Milwaukee 
bridge. Armstrong did not carry a lantern 
and as the moon was shining brightly he re- 
lied upon being able to stop the train before it 
got to the bridge. Just below 
the Milwaukee bridge both the 
Hannibal and Wabash tracks make a 
sudden curve tothe right, so that a coming 
train cannot be seen until it is well out from 
under the bridge. Both sides of the track are 
heavily wooded, so that it would be 
impossible for anyone to see a head-light un- 
til it had 
PASSED THE CURVE. 

Armstrong, it is supposed, walked down the 
track near the bridge ,and turned to retrace his 
steps when he was struck by a West-bound 
freight train on the Wabash Railroad. The 
Rock Island men claim that the Wabash 
train bad no headlight and that Arm- 
strong was run over and killed before 
he had time to get off the track. Armstrong’s 
body was horribly mangled and was only 
identified by means of hisapparel. He wasa 
single man, his home being in Belleville, O. 
Neither the engineer nor the fireman on the 
Wabash was aware of Armstrong’s death 
until this merning. 

THE SECOND DISASTER. 

It was just ten minutes after the wrecking of 
the Rock Island train when the Wabash 
freight,compesed of an engine and twelve box 
cars, heavily laden, came thundering along. 
The wreck was not discovered by the 
engineer, Benjamin McClellan, until it was 
too late to stop his train. He sounded the 
whistle and the engineer, fireman and brake- 
man jumped from thetrain. In jumping, En- 
gzineer McClellan was thrown against a pile of 
ties, his scalp was torn in several places 
and one of. his legs broken. Atthis time the 
men about the wreck heard heart-rending 
sbrieks and saw two. men standing 
on top of the approaching train. 
They were gesticulating and shouting 
for help. Their cries were drowned by 
the horrible crash which followed. The Wa- 
bash bridge was parallel to that of the Hanni- 
bal and distant from it only about two feet- 
They were braced together and the breakin 
of the former destroyed the braces. Instea 
of this bridge breaking itturned to one side, 
throwing the engine into the creek and pull- 
ing eleven cars on top ofit. The engine iscom- 
pletely demolished and the cars are broken into 
splinters. The wreck of the Wabash train 
was more disastrous than that of the Rock 
Island. 

THE BODIES OF TWO MEN 

were found terribly cut and mangled. From 
their dress it is supposed that they weretramps 
who were stealing their last ride on the 
top ofthe train. The noise of the escaping 
steam from both engines and the possibility of 
an explosion prevented the train hands from 
any attempted reseue of anyone who might be 
in the wreck. After the turmoil 
had ceased faint groans were heard 
romthe Wabash wreck. Willing hands at 
once setto work to find the unfortunates. 
After working half an hour the men pulled out 
Ben Norris, a colored youth, who was pinned 
down by heavy beams, with his face and 
head nearly submerged in the water, which 
bad been dammed up by the wreck and now 
was beginning to run over it. Nor- 
ris was 4 roustabout and was 
in ir box car when the wreck 
occurred. Nearly every bone in his body was 
broken, and he is not expected to live. Brake- 
man Jobn H. Leydon of the Wabash train sus- 
tained interna! injuries. 

About two hours after the wreck a wrecking 
train of the Rock Island Railroad arrived from 
Cameron with a large force of men and two 
doctors, and shortly afterwards a wrecking 
train of the Wabash followed from Randolph. 

CAUSED BY A WASHOUT. 

The men immediately set to work clearing 
the wreck, but frem its character and the 
fierce current of the stream it is 
not expected that the debris will 
be removed to-day in time to begin 
work upon the bridges. The spot where the 
accident occurred is low ground, lying be- 
tween the foot of the blufls, and about one 
hundred yards from the Missouri River. 
The bridges spanned a ravine which 
is forty feet deep wide and twenty feet deep. 
They were the common wooden trestle bridges 
usually constructed by railroads to cross 
ravines and smal! streams. The heavy rains 
of last night washed away the piers and 
left nothing to support them but the 
soft earth on either side, which was being con- 
tinually washed away by the increasing vol- 
ume of water. A curious sight presented it- 
self this morning. Pile high above 
the tracks an completely filling 
the ravine for a distance of 200 
feet were fragments of car timber, boxes, bar- 
rels and all sorts of freight in indiscriminate 
confusion.

ANOTHER CORRESPONDENT INTERVIEWS 
MR. JAMES G. BLAINS IN PARIS. 


The Republican Leader in Excellent Health 
—His Future Movements—A Halt Called 
by the New York “Tribune” on Presidenti- 
al Boomers—Gen. Alger on the Situation 
—A Socialist National Ticket—The Illinois 
Democratic Convention—General Politi- 
cal News. 


Epecial Cablegram to the Post-Dispatch. 
Paris, May 28.—I met Mr. Blaine in his 
apartments at the Hotel Binda yesterday, and 
in the course of the talk that followed I was 
convinced of the sheer and unmitigated fal- 
sity of the remarkable series of petty lies that 
have been set afloat about his health. To be 
more accuratel was impressed with it at the 
very outset, for it is impossible to imagine a 
more perfect picture of mature, dignified, 
genial and robust manhood than Mr. Blaine 
presented as he stood near one of 
the big windows amusedly watching 
a street incident on the sunlit 
Avenue de l’Opera below. In reference to Mr. 
Blaine’s appearance, I speak by the card, for 
I have seen him at frequent intervals during 
the past eight years, notably during the pres- 
idential campaign of 1884. .The last time I 


saw him in New York was about two months 
before he sailed for Europe. He was then 
more or less run down by overwork and 
showed the effects of it. From the stories 
which had from time to time been published 
by men who claimed that they had seen Mr. 
Blaine, ineluding the now thoroughly 
refuted stories of a talky physician 
and s0 on, had come to the 
conclusion that the Maine statesman was in 
preearious health. This cenclusion was 
somewhat shaken on the first day of my ar- 
rival in Paris, by Dr. G. C. Daboll of 
14 Avenue De i’Opera, who, in company 
with allthe other Americans in Paris, talks 
about Mr. Blaine morning neon and night. 
DR. DABOLL TALKS. 

‘*‘My windows,’’ said Dr. Daboll, ‘‘over- 
look the Hotel Binda, and I am able to tell 
you, from personal observations, that all the 
talk about Mr. Blaine’s feebleness is bosh of 
the most transcendent description. Every 
morning, while getting ready for the day, 1 
see him start out from the hotel for his morn- 
ing walk. He moves like aman of 20 years, 
with his head erect, his shoulders thrown 
back, and as he still retains a remarkably 
neat figure he presents the look of, and un- 
doubtedly is, a perfectly healthy man. He 
has a free and powerful walk, such as any 
doctor in the worid knows from a glance is 
inconsistent with the maladies from which it 
ts alleged Mr. Blaine suffers.’’ 

Mr. Blaine has gained somewhat in flesh, 
perbaps five or six pounds, his eye is clear 
and the expression is as waried and alert as 
ever. The formerly colorless skin is suffused 
y Badgers J giow and there is every physical 
characteristic of perfect health. During the 
interview I was particularly impressed by the 
energy and force, not only of Mr. Blaine’s 
speech, but of his action. His energy, in- 
deed, while there was nothing nervous about 
it, was remarkable, and when one .contrasts 
the vivid picture of the man himself with the 
puling and pettifogging caricature born of 
the recent reports concerning the distin- 
guished American, the contrast is absolutely 
grotesque. 

CHASING LIES. 

Mr. Blaine assured me personally that the 
stories of his ill health were made out of whole 
cloth. Some of them originated among men 
who had not attempted to cover their inven- 
tions by any circumstantial detail, while oth- 
ers were concoctions of the most elaborate 
minds. Men, for instanee, had written that 
they had called upoa Mr. Blaine, talked with 
him, and had then gone on to describe with 
the utmost minuteness his ghastly and emaci- 
ated appearance, whereas, in point of fact, 
he had not seen or spoken to the 
correspondents in question at all. He said, 
further, that since he had been in Europe he had 
not authorized or instigated even in the most 
remote way any newspaper reference to him 
whatever. Hehad madeup his mind atthe 
outset to keep resolutely outof the papers as 
far as his own efforts could conduce to that 
end, and this resolve he had keptand would 
continue to keep. Chasing a lie, he had 
learned, wasa stern chase throughout. No 
matter how fast the truth pursued, the lie was 
always abead. 

Mr. Blaine’s intention is to stay on this side 
until possibly the middle of ry He said at 
the outsetthat he would nottalk about his 
candidacy for the presidency inany way, di- 
rect or indirect, contingent orremote. Next 
week he goes to London, where he will meet 
Mr. Carnegie and go onalong coaching tour 
with him.Mr. Blaine looks forward to this trip 
with anticipations of keen pleasure. His life 
here is precisely what one might expect of 
aman of vigorous temperament. Every 
morning he takes a long walk and in the 
afternoon at 4 he drives, usually accompanied

NOT AN ANARCHIST ORGAN. 

‘*Well, I expected to be Editor-in-Chief, but 
I found that position occupied by Jens L. 
Christiansen, a native of Denmark and a 
social Democrat. I was very much surprised, 
as Most and others had mens that I was to 
have complete control of the paper. I said 
nothing, however, but assumed the manage- 
mentof the Fackel (The Torch), which is the 
Sunday edition of the Arbeiter Zeitung. 

‘‘After awhile I saw cleariy that Christian- 
sen’s views and mine were very unlike, he 
being a social Democratand I an Anarchist. 
Soon, too, it became evident that the co-op- 
erative publishing company which owns the 
paper, did not care for outspoken anarchy, 

ut preferred to steer a safe and middle 
course. You see, if articles. too aggressive 
were to appear constantly, the authorities 
might seize the ate and then good-bye to 
the handsome profits from advertisements and 
circulation. everal hints were dropped 
that it would be weil for meé to 
adopt a milder and more -conciliatory tone in 
my articles, and finally I was given to under- 
stand that my services would be dispensed 
with unless I could work harmoniously with 
Christiansen. Finally the stockholders met, 
and, after a very stormy meeting, many pres- 
ent being my friends and supporters, it was 
decided by a small majority to make the 
Arbeiter Zeitung in future as little of a revolu- 
tionary Organ as possible, and, above all, to 
let no article appear in it which could give 
offense to the authorities. Of course I ten- 
dered my resignation, and it was accepted. 
Christiansen remained, and of course he will 
run the paper as the owners direct him. 
When the news got abroad the Anarchist 
subscribers dropped the paper and took steps 
to establish an organ of theirown. Owing to 
the Brewers’ strike, the labor organizations 
have little money in their treasuries just now, 
but in a few months this new German organ of 
anarchy will be established on a firm basis. 
Such competition must hurt the Arbeiter 
Zeitung, though it may not utterly cripple it 
as it has a eplendid advertising patronage and 
a fair circulation. fact, it is a payin 
property and its owners now are —"a i 
like a capitalistic paper. They take 
care, you see, not to offend 
the authorities bv writing too 
bitterly against them and are equally careful 
not to offend subscribers by letting utterly 
wishy-washy and unrevolutionary articles ap- 
pear inthe paper. Between these two stools 
they may in the end fall to the ground, but at 
present they are happy and contented. All 
the old Anarchists are disgusted with 
them, but as long as they can fill the paper 
with advertisements they can well afford to 
lose a few thousand subscribers. But just 
fancy August Spies’ paper a colorless adver- 
tising sheet! The very idea is enough to make 
an Anarchist shudder.’’ 

é CAPT. BLACK FOR PRESIDENT. 

Mr. London then spoke about the rumor 
that the Chicago Socialists intended to put a 
ticket in the fiela during the presidential cam- 
paign and said that it might be done, but that 
the Anarchists certainly would not support it 
or any other ticket. 

‘‘Capt. Biack, who defended the Chicago 
Anarchists, is talked of for the presidential 
nomination,’’ he continued, ‘‘but I don’t 
think the Socialists would choose him, 
Neither do I think that John Swinton 
would be nominated. As to the number of 
votes that would be polled, it is not easy to 
form an estimate. In some places the Social- 
ists might prove strong enough to hold the 
balance of power—and there, probably, pollti- 
cal capital might be used on behaif of the 
three Chicago Anarchists, Fielden; Schwab 
and Neebe, who are confined in the Joliet 
prison. Many Socialists want to get these 
men liberated, and think they can gain their 
ends by political wire-pulling.’’ 

Mr. Lontion, pings to a dispatch from 
Chicago yesterday, said that it was absurd for 
the Socialists to claim tbat nearly a million of 
voters would support their ticket, theugh 
they were certainly right when they main- 
tained that an ont-and-out Socialistic ticket 
would command greater respect than both of 
the other national labor tickets combined. It 
may be worth while noting the fact that Al- 
bert Curllin, a’ well-known revolutionist 
writer, recently quitted the service of the 
Arbiter Zeitung in disgust and started a small 
opposition paper known as the Arbeiler Stimme.

That smoke isa nuisance only oné man de- 
nied, and he was #0 laughed at by the gentle- 
men who object tothe billas it now stands 
that he only emphasized the absurdity of all 
objections to the anti-smoke movement. 

That smoke can be prevented all objectors 
were not ready to admit, and on that point 
most of the objections turned.

Clerk Tom Barrett of the House read the 
ordinance for the abatement of the smoke 
nuisance, which is as follows: 


THE ORDINANCE. 

Sec. 1. The emission of dense smoke from any 
stack anywhere within the city shall be deemed and 
is hereby declared to be a public nuisance; provided 
that chimneys of buildings used exclusively for pri- 
vate residences shall not be deemed within the pro- 
visions of this ordinance. The proprietor, lessee and 
oceupant of any building who shal] permit or allow 
dense smoke to issue or be emitted from the chimney 
of any building within the corporate limits of the city 
of st. Louis shall be deemed gui:ty of a misdemeanor, 
and for every such offense shall be fined not less than 

25 nor more than $100, and every day during 
any ~\y which the above offense shail be 
committed shall constitute a separate offense. 

Sec. 2. It shall be the duty of the Boiler In- 
spector of the city of St. Louis to cause this ordinance 
to be enforced, and to make comptains against and 
cauge to be prosecuted all persons violating the same; 

rovided, however, that no conviction shall be under 
Pais ordinance for failure to comply with the terms 
hereof =ntil three months after the approval of the 
same by the Mayor. 

There were atthattimea large number of 
manufacturers present in the Chamber, and 
on call for expression from them regarding 
the ordinance A. A. Mellier said, ‘‘At the last 
meeting of this committee you baek | wisely 
decided to defer action upen the smoke ordi- 
nance until you could see for yourselves 
smoke-preventers in actual operation and 
until you could hear from manufacturers re- 
garding the practicability of abating the 
nuisance, You bave seen the smoke prevent- 
ers in operation and you have met now to 
hear objections, s0 I would suggest thatthe 
call be made for objections tothe ordinance. 

- M. Williams was the first to respond to 
the call for objectors. He said, ‘‘I think the 
ordinance is defective in one thing. There is 
one individual who should be dealt with be- 
cause of this nuisance of amoke who is not 
mentioned in the ordinance and he is the fire- 
man. He is responsibie for a large part of the 
smoke in the eity, which might be 
prevented if he attended to his 
duties properly. Firemen are prone 
to fill up the furnace unduly that they may go 
away, fill their pipes and have @quiet chat 
with their neighbors on politics or religion. 
More fuel is put on the fire than it can dispose 
of properly,and the resultis thick clouds of 
black smoke roli from the chimney. If the 
nuisance is to be abated the fireman must be 
compelled to do his work properly.’’ 


E. O. STANARD 
was called on by Committeeman Louis 8pel- 
brink. Hesaid: ‘‘I had hoped that we would 
first hear from those who were in favor of the 
bill. I feel an interest in everything that in- 
terests St. Louis, and so I have come here to- 
day. I would be glad if the city could be re- 
lieved of the smoke nuisance, but 
do not think that it is possible 
to obtain that relief s0 lon as 
soft coal is the principal fuel used. We are 
bound to be troubled more or less with smoke. 
I do not think it is possible to preventit. The 
obliging of manufacturers to adopt devices 
for consuming the smoke before it is definitely 
known that the smoke can be consumed would 
be a great injustice. Inthe past fifteen or 
twenty years have tried many 
smoke burners and have not found 
one of them that would ao what 
they were intended tode. I was anxious to 
safe fuel, and wastoldI could save 15 to 25 
percent. Inevery case we had to take them 
out. I understand that every smoke burner in 
the city has been taken out. Ido not believe 
that our firemen and engineers are responsible 
for the nuisance. Asa class they are as faith- 
ful conscientious men as there are 
in the world. I have talked with 
s0 many representatives of smoke burners and 
have been deluded so often that I keep a 
stuffed ciub in my office now which I will ap- 

ly to any one’who insists on talking smoke 

urner tome. I believe a smoke burner might 
be usea im a hotel or anywhere where 
there is no great necessity for steam; 
but they are valueless in a mill 
where power is demanded. We have 
to have steam in our mills to keep the ma- 
chinery turning and decrease of power means 
loss tous. I have no confidence in any smoke 
burner and think if it were possible to burn 
allthe smoke the concentration the heat 
under one part of the boiler would burn it out 
in twenty-four hours. They tell us we must 
increase our boiler surface. What if

I’litell you, itis the smoke. ifit were not 
forthe smoke St. Louis would be suffering 
from all the plagues and torments that 
afflict the otber cities of the coun- 
trv.’’ This was greeted with derisive 
laughter from eve person in 
the committee chamber but the speaker went 
on. Mr. Williams asked if he might borrow 
the venerable book from which Mr, Goddard 
was reading, but the miller replied, *“No sir. 
No man on earth can borrow this book.’’ He 
also declined to give the title of the work. 

Archibald Hutton, an old engineer who 
had worked for Mr. Stanard and Mr. 
Goddard, spoke at some length in much 
the strain of Mr. Goddard. He had seen 
smoke burners—he also insisted on talking 
about the impossible—tried in the mills, and 
all were failures.

Lhe committee here adjourned but stayed to 
hear the authorofthe bill, Elijah J. Stone.

Rey. Wm. M. Baum, D. D., the delegate 
from the Lutheran Church, also delivered a 
fraternal address, and Dr. Thompson’s reply 
was ina happy vein. Rev. Geo. W. Hunting- 
ton, the Reformed * wr. delegate, Rev. 
Wm. W. Barr and Dr. Charles Storrs also 
spoke eloquently for the churches represented 
by them, after which a recess until to-morrow 
was taken.

BLEW OUT HIS BRAINS. 


Suicide of Richard Priber at an Early Hour 
This Morning. 


Richard Priber, Secretary of the Napa & Sonoma 
Wine Co., committed suicide at 6:50 this morning by 
shooting himself through the head. Priber was un- 
married and roomed and boarded at No. 1556 Lafay- 
etteavenue. He was 50 years of age and a German 
by birth.

CAUSED A SENSATION. 


Repeating by- Delegates in the Methodist 
Conference. 


NEw YORE, May 23.—The election of Bishops 
was continued this morning at the General M. 
E. Conference. The result of the fifth ballot 
was made known immediately after reading 
the journal. Itresulted inthe election of Dr. 
I. W. Joyce, pastor of St. Paul’s Church, Cin- 
cinnati, by a vote of 826 out of 449 yotes cast. 
Only 800 votes were necessary toa choice, but 
Dr. D. A. Goodsell felll4 short of the num- 
ber, getting but 286 votes. On the same bal- 


lot Dr, John P, Newman received 237, Charles 

- Payne 167and Earl Cranston 119. Bishop 
Bowman resided and read the result of the 
ballot. he devotional exercises were led by 
Col. Ray of Indianapolis. 

The sixth ballot was ordered and the vote 
was cast in less than half an hour. While the 
tellers were out counting thé vote the com- 
mittee on the revisals reported several pro- 
posed changes in the discipline. One of these 
changes, relative tothe relations of church 
choirs to the government of the church, occa- 
sioned considerable debate. The present 
tendency to introduce operatic and other 
‘*high-fa lu-tin’’ music in the church service 
was deprecated, and on motion of Col. Ray 
the item - relating to church music was 
amended so as to makethe music committees 
amenable to the General Conference. 

NO CHOICE 

On the sixth ballot 487 votes were cast, of 
which 292 were necessary to a choice. There 
was no election. Dr. J. P. Newman received 
252 votes; Dr. G. A. Goodsell, 250; Dr. E. H. 
Payne, 145; Dr. Earl Cranston, 138. The vote 
for Dr. Newman »when announced, was greeted 
with an outburst of applause which aoe a 
rebuke from the presiding oieer, Bishop 
Bowman. 

On the seventh ballot there was no election. 

ere were 441 votes cast, of which 204 were 
necessary to a choice. Drs. Newman and 
Goodsell each received 253; Dr. Cranston, 156; 
Dr. Payne, ne 


ALLOT-BOX STUFFING. 

The eighth ballot was taken alittle before 
noon and when counted resulted in no elec- 
tion. The same vote was cast, but Ear! Crans- 
ton gained 29, Dr. Newman gained 9 and Dr. 
Goodsell gained 4, while Dr. Payne lost 39. 
Something of a sensation / was created 
when the teljers returned with the 
result of the seventh ballot. It was 
occasioned by one of the tellers announcing 
evidences of repeating. Two votes were 
found on the seventh ballot that were threwn 
out. One consisted of a slip of paper nearly 
torn through the center into two strips. 
The names of two candidates were writ- 
ten on each slip in the same hand- 
writing. The other seemingly fraudulent 
ballot consisted of two pieces of paper with 
the corners turned down so that the two could 
be cast as one andthen become separated in 
the hat. The wae prone of paper were iden- 
tical in size, the same corner turned 
down and ‘contained the same candidates’ 
names and were in the same handwriting. 
A resolution commending the action of the 
tellers in throwing out the suspicious ballots 
was passed. Dr. Edwards tried to explain 
how the suspicious baliots might have been 
cast, butthe conference would raot hear him. 
The ‘majority of the delegates seemed to think 
fraud hadbeen attempted. 

On the ninth ballot Dr. Cranston gained 26 
votes, Dr. Newman gained 10, Dr. Goodsell 
gained 10 and,Dr. Payne lost 87: The re- 
sult of the ballot’ was as follows: 
Number cast, 489; number necessar to + 

r.John P. Newman, . Ps 
: Dr. Cranston, 211 and Dr. 
ayve, 49. * When this ballot was announced 
the time forthe session had nearly expired, 
and the limit was extended by unanimous 
consent. The tenth baliot was then taken ,and 
the conference adjourned. The tellers took 
near! an hour to complete the canvass 
of this baiiot and denied any information, 
whatever, ss to the result. It is probabie, 
however, that» there’ was no election. Dr. 
Newman, it is understued, has got as far as 
he can hope to go unless he and Dr. Goodsell 
combine.
